His ministry began and closed in Cleveland County but it circled 
the globe. 

In Texas he served as pastor of First Churches in Belton and 
Lubbock. It was in the latter pastorate that he did such outstanding 
work in stewardship that Texas Baptists called him to be General 
Secretary of the Texas Convention. 

He was pastor of First Church, Columbia, S. C., and from there 
went to First Church, Little Rock where ill health forced him to retire. 

Dr. Campbell was author of 16 books, some of which were translated 
in two foreign languages. 

R. C. Campbell was born July 2, 1888 in Rutherford County and 
passed away March 25 in Galax, -Virginia while on a preaching tour 
of that state.

THE CONSTITUTION 
Kings Mountain Baptist Association 
Adopted — October 21, 1949 

PREMABLE: We the messengers of Baptist Churches in the Coun¬ 
ty of Cleveland, State of North Carolina, and territory adjacent there¬ 
to, do hereby propose to establish and maintain the order and rules 
of a district Association in conformity to the following plan: 

NAME 

ARTICLE 1: The name of the organization shall be the Kings 
Mountain Baptist Association. 

MEMBERSHIP 

ARTICLE 2: The Association shall be composed of Baptist Churches 
of Cleveland County and adjacent territory which are now members, 
and any other Baptist Churches which may thereafter be admitted 
as herein provided. 

ARTICLE 3: Churches applying for membership shall agree, if re¬ 
ceived, to come under the watch-care of the Association for a period 
of one year or more at the discretion of the Association. During this 
period such churches shall be entitled to all rights and privileges of 
the Association except holding office and voting. 

ARTICLE 4: Each church shall elect annually messengers to the 
appointed meeting of the Association. Such messengers must be duly 
certified to in the annual church letter to the Association, and ap¬ 
point on the following ratio: Two messengers, in addition to the 
pastor, for each church having a membership not exceeding fifty, and 
one additional messenger for each increase of fifty or major fraction 

thereof, provided that the total number of messengers shall not exceed 
ten. 


PURPOSE 

ARTICLE 5: The prime purpose of this Association shall be to 

■» 

councel together for the enlargement and strengthening of God’s King¬ 
dom and promoting unity and growth among the churches composing 
it; and by co-operating with the Baptist State Convention and the 
Southern Baptist Convention and their agencies in the work of Mis¬ 
sions, Christian Education, and Social Service. 
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MEETINGS 

ARTICLE 6: The Association shall meet annually on Thursday 
after the third Sunday in October and continue for two days or 
longer in the judgment of the Committee on Order of Business, subject 
to the approval of the Association. The place of meeting shall be de¬ 
termined at the previous session. 

OFFICERS 

ARTICLE 7: The officers of the Association shall be a Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, and Historian, all of whom shall be 
nominated from the floor, and elected annually by the Association at 
its annual meeting and hold office until their successors are elected. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

ARTICLE 8: It shall be the duty of the Moderator to, in advance 
of, the annual meeting, communicate with the host churches requesting 
that they appoint from their church membership a committee on en¬ 
rollment; to open the meetings punctually at the appointed time; to 
appoint a commtitee on committees in the opening session; to enforce 
the rules; to preserve order; and to exercise all the prerogatives of a 
presiding officer according to the principles of established parliamen¬ 
tary usage. 

ARTICLE 9: It shall be the duty of the Vice Moderator to dis¬ 
charge the duties of the Moderator in his absence. 

ARTICLE 10: It shall be the duty of the Historian to collect and 
put in some durable form all facts of particular interest about each of 
the member churches and report at each session of the Association. 

ARTICLE 11: It shall be the duty of the Clerk-Treasurer to keep 
an accurate record of the proceedings of the Association; to superin¬ 
tend the printing and distribution of the minutes; to keep on file the 
printed minutes and other important documents belonging to the As¬ 
sociation; to receive and pay over to the proper parties all the money 
contributed direct to the Association, and make an annual report to 
the Association. For his services he shall be paid annually an amount 
recommended by the Finance Committee and approved by the Associa¬ 
tion. 


COMMITTEES AND THEIR DUTIES 

ARTICLE 12: The committees of the Association shall be divided 
into three categories: 

SECTION A. Those appointed in advance of the annual meeting: 

1. A Committee on Enrollment appointed as prescribed in Article 8: 
and any others he may deem advisable or necessary. 

SECTION B. Those named to report at the annual meeting at which 
they were appointed: 

1. A Committee on Committees appointed as prescribed in Article 
8. It shall be the duties of this committee to appoint, a com- 
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mittee on Place and Preachers for the next session, a Commit¬ 
tee on Resolutions, and any other deemed advisable. 

2. Committee on Place and Preacher, whose duty shall be to 
recommend to the Association churches at which the next ses¬ 
sion shall meet and preachers that will preach at the next ses¬ 
sion. 

3. A Committee on Resolutions whose duties shall be to draw up 
and present to the Association suitable resolutions of apprecia¬ 
tion and expressions of sentiments on any matter chosen by the 
committee. 

SECTION C. Those named by the Association to serve throughout the 
year who shall report at the next annual session of the Association. 

1. A Committee on Order of Business, which shall consist of the 
Moderator, Vice Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, Superintendent of 
Sunday School, Director of the Training Union, Brotherhood 
President and President of the Woman’s Missionary Union. It 
shall be the duty of this committee to report a suggested order 
of business as soon as feasable after the opening of the Associa¬ 
tion. When adopted, their report shall become the order of the 
Association and cannot be changed except by vote of the body. 

2. A Committee on Nominations, whose duty it shall be to nominate 
all officers of the Association except those listed in (Article 7), a 
Committee of Trustees, an Auditing Committee, General Officers 
of the Baptist Training Union, General Officers of the Sunday 
School, and members of the Associational Missions Council, a 
Committee on Nominations, a majority of which shall be Lay¬ 
men, and any other officer, committee, council member, or rep¬ 
resentative to be elected to serve throughout the year. Nomina¬ 
tions by this committee shall not preclude nominations from the 
floor. 

3. A Committee of Trustees, whose duty it shall be to hold in 
trust any property, money, endowment, or other securities of 
said Association. 

4. An Auditing Committee, whose duty shall be to audit the Clerk- 
Treasurer’s books annually and report annually to the Associa¬ 
tion. 


THE GENERAL BOARD 

ARTICLE 13: At each annual session a General Board shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the Association, which shall consist of the general officers 
of the body together with the Superintendent of Sunday School. Di¬ 
rector of the Baptist Training Union, The President of the Woman’s 
Missionary Union, President of Gardner-Webb College, Members of 
the Associational Missions Council, the pastor of each church compos¬ 
ing the Association, and two members from each church which mem¬ 
bers shall be nominated by the church or by delegates present from 
the church and approved by the Association. 

ARTICLE 14: This board shall hold meetings monthly, and shall 
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exercise the functions and discharge the duties usually committed to 
an executive board or committee. The purpose and plan of this General 
Board in all its meetings shall be to promote the interest and carry for¬ 
ward the work of the Association and of its constituent churches as 
this work is outlined In Article 5. 

ARTICLE 15: In case of emergency the General Board may select 
a time and place and arrange for a special business session of the As¬ 
sociation: provided that no action taken in such extra sessions of the 
body shall conflict with any action of a previous regular session, and 
provided that the business of such extra sessions shall be limited to 
the object for which it was convened, and the membership of such 
special business session shall be made up of the messengers elected by 
the churches and accredited to the previous regular session. 

THE MISSIONS COUNCIL 

ARTICLE 16: The Association shall elect annually an Associa- 
tional Mission Council composed of fifteen members, a chairman of 
which is designated. 

ARTICLE 17: Said Council shall meet at least three times annual¬ 
ly. The first meeting shall be held within ten days of the Associational 
meeting at which the council was elected. At the first meeting the 
council shall divide itself into such committees as seen necessary to 
provide a well rounded and worthy associational mission program and 
emphasis. It shall have at least the following committees. 

A. —Administration and Finance. The Chairman of which shall be 
elected chairman of the council. This committee shall receive monthly 
reports from the Associational Missionary; advise with him periodical¬ 
ly in matters pertaining to his work and activities; make an associa¬ 
tional budget to be presented to the association providing for financing 
the work for the coming year; and to have general oversight of work 
of the Council. 

B. Missionary Planning. This committee shall survey communities 
in need of Baptist work and Ministry; seek to enlist churches to spon¬ 
sor work in such communities; give guidance and assistance in proper 
location and organization of new Baptist work; provide information 
for and make recommendations to the Association as to missionary 
needs which might be met by co-operative efforts; provide information 
to the State Mission Board which might be helpful in meeting mission¬ 
ary needs, consult with churches anticipating membership in the As¬ 
sociation and making recommendations to the Association in matters 
of this kind; and leading the Association in a program of meeting such 
missionary needs. 

C. Institutional and Interracial. This Committee shall seek to en¬ 
list chiches to have a worthy part in ministry to folks in our public 
institutions, and to be of service as friend and brother in Christ to peo¬ 
ple among us of other races. 
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RULES OF ORDER 

RULE 1. The business session of the Association shall be opened 
and closed with prayer. 

RULE 2. All officers shall complete their work as soon as piac- 
ticable after the closing of the session. The newly elected officers 
shall assume, at the close of the session, all duties incumbent upon said 
officers relating to the work of the ensuing Associational yeai. 

RULE 3. Every report, resolution, or amendment offeied to the 
Association shall be submitted in writing if requested by the Modera¬ 
tor. 

RULE 4. No person shall speak more than twice on the same sub¬ 
ject, except by the permission of the Association. 

RULE 5. Messengers present from one third of the churches shall 
constitute a forum. 

RULE 6. All questions shall be decided by majority vote of the 
members present except changes in the constitution, which shall le- 
quire two thirds vote of those present. Proposed changes must be pre¬ 
sented to the Association the first day it is in session and voted on the 

second day. 

RULE 7. All questions of order not herein provided for shall be 
decided by general parliamentary laws by Kerfoot. 

RULE 8. That the term of the office of the Moderator be limited 
to two years. 

CONFESSIONS OF FAITH 

1 we believe the Scripture of the Old and New Testaments to 
be a divinely inspired revelation from God. 

2. We accept the New Testament alone as revealing the only 
plan of salvation and as the final authority in all matters of church 
policy and practice. 

3. We believe Jesus Christ as revealed in the New Testament to 
be the Son of God and the divine Savior of all who truly accept Him 

as such. 

4. We believe in the personality of the Holy Spirit, and in His 
abiding presence with the spirit of all the elect of God, in His quicken¬ 
ing presence with the spirit of the unregenerate moving to repentance 
and faith, in His witnessing presence with the spirit of the regenerate 
comforting and guidance throughout life in His sustaining presence in 
the experience of death, and in His continuing presence in the life to 

come. 

5. We believe salvation is attained through spiritual regeneration 
in the act of repentance and acceptance of Jesus as Savior. 

6. Sincere spiritual redemption was made available by the death, 
burial and resurrection of Jesus, we believe that every regenerate per¬ 
son should smybolize his own salvation by being buried with Him in 
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baptism. 

7. We believe that a local church modeled after the New Testa¬ 
ment order is a company of regenerate persons voluntarily joined 
together for the purpose of extending God’s Kingdom on earth. 

8 . We believe that each church should from time to time, as a 
congregation, celebrate the Lord’s Supper as a memorial to Him. 

9. We believe in the ultimate triumph of God’s Kingdom over all 

opposing powers, and that every regenerate soul shall have a share in 
that triumph.

GARDNER-WEBB COLLEGE REPORT 
, KINGS MOUNTAIN ASSOCIATION 

OCTOBER 20, 1954 

Gardner-Webb College is a member of the Baptist family of col¬ 
leges, and as such is supported in part by the cooperative program of 
North Carolina Baptists. This support from the denomination is the 
life stream of the college. The college is likewise basic to all denomina¬ 
tional life and progress. The seminaries could not exist without the 
Colleges. State Missions, Home Missions, Foreign Mission, the or¬ 
phanages—none could function without them. The whole denomina¬ 
tional program if properly conceived is the complete development of 
individuals. Thus all our denominational agencies are inseparably linked 
with the colleges. Neither would exist long without the other. 

On the other hand the colleges could not long exist, certainly as 
denominational agencies, with only the help given by the denomination. 
It is a law of educational gravitation that control goes with the great¬ 
est support. The denominational colleges of the past when the de¬ 
nominations could not or would not support them turned to other 
sources for support; and the control went with the support. If a 
school like Gardner-Webb is to survive, it must have its strongest base 
of support at home. If you study student enrollment you will find that 
most colleges draw the majority of their enrollment from within 100 
miles of the school. If you will study the source of support for col¬ 
leges you will find that most of them get the largest per cent of in¬ 
dividual and business giving from the same areas. The denomination 
contributes approximately $40,000.00 a year to the support of Gardner- 
Webb College. The community has invested at Gardner-Webb an 
amount equal to what the Convention would give at this rate in fifty 
years. 

That is as it should be. But we should keep in mind that we are 
supporting the whole Baptist program in making Gardner-Webb great. 
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I suspect that a greater percentage of the student body at Gardner - 
Webb is preparing for the ministry, missions, and other religious 
work than any other school in the South. Be that as it may, none of 
the other Baptist colleges, nor all of them together can do the task 
which falls upon Gardner-Webb. The equipment with which to do this 

task must be provided by loyal, local support in individual and corporate 
giving or not at all.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

This Committee, by special request to the General Board, has been 
granted an extension of time over what had been originally designated 
before the final program schedule was approved. We wish to express 
our appreciation for this consideration. The fact that the General 
Board granted such an extension indicates something of the weight and 
importance of the report which is to be made and the following ad¬ 
dress. It also hints strongly at the vital role which the impending 
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Crusade for Christ will play in the life of our Association during the 
coming year. 

Actually, the extension of time for our report has been granted in 
order that our state Secretary of Evangelism, Dr. J. C. Canipe, may 
present to the Kings Mountain Association the far-reaching vision of 
and plans for bringing about a great in-gathering of souls into the 
fold of the Lord during the months that lie ahead. 

Since the present Chairman of the Committee on Evangelism re¬ 
ceived these responsibilities from the hands of Brother Harlan Harris 
when he left our Association the Committee has concerned itself al¬ 
most exclusively with plans for the 1954-55 Crusade. Therefore, our 
report is actually more of a summary of plans for the future rather 
than a summary of activities during the past year. 

Baptists, confronted with an increasingly materialistic nation in 
times of maximum unrest throughout the world, have once again ad¬ 
dressed themselves to the vital task of renewing their missions ef¬ 
forts, at home and abroad. Dr. Baker James Cauthen, Executive Secre¬ 
tary of the Foreign Missions Board, has called for at least a doubling of 
our corps of missionaries on foreign fields . . . and now, for the 
second time in four years, our Home and State Mission leaders have 
turned the eyes of Southern Baptists to fields already white unto har¬ 
vest under the shadows of our own church spires. 

Therefore, the Committee would like to take this occasion to report 
the following ten-point program and to announce that five sub¬ 
committees have been appointed to assist the Evangelism Committee 
in implementing these Crusade plans. 

The goal for our Crusade, numerically, is to work during the Cru¬ 
sade months and on into the future toward the realization of accom¬ 
plishing the ratio of ONE to EIGHT (i.e. one baptism per year for 
every eight church members) in the churches of our Association.

5. FEBRUARY 20—Religious Census taken simultaneously through¬ 
out Association 

6. MARCH 6-11—Church-wide Study Course on soul-winning. Spon¬ 
sored by B. T. U. 

7. SPECIAL RALLIES: Men (Feb. 28); Women (March 15); Youth 
(March 26); Music (March 20). 

8. PRAYER PROGRAM: (a) March 21-26: Week of Prayer in all 
Churches; (b) Three weeks of unbroken, 24-hour a day prayer

SUNDAY SCHOOL REPORT 1953-1954 

Church Year 

The Sunday school of. the Kings Mountain Baptist Association held 
five meetings during the year. Pour of these were conference meetings, 
and one was a Associational Wide Mass meeting. The attendance and 
interest this year was most encouraging, as we enjoyed having aioun 

160 per meeting. 

A number of our workers attended the Vacation Bible School Clinic 
at Fruitland this year, and also a good number attended the Sunday 
School State meeting at Marion, N. C., this past September. 

We are reporting 65 Sunday schools, with an enrollment of 19 958, 
this is a net gain over last Associational yeai of 1.52 , u we are 
Ml short or our soul set of , 20 per cent Increase, we net,ere some or 
this was due to the fact that a number of our Chinches at the b 
ginning of the Associational year, counted only those who were present 
that day on roll. Also that only those who came back later was le- 
enroiled, and some of those who were left off have never been re-en- 
rolled in their Sunday school. A new book "ONE TO EIGHT , y r. 
j N Barnette, is ready for study now. He outlined seven steps to 
conserve our results of the “MILLION MORE IN ’54” crusade. They are: 

l _“Do not drop names from class rolls; except for death, lemoval fiom 

community, or membership in another Sunday school; 2—include Cradle 
Roll and Extension departments In Sunday school enrollment; 3-count 
all officers and teachers in enrollment; 4—count in annual report al 
regular Sunday school members who may temporarily be away at 
summer camp,'on vacation, in summer school, or away for some other 
reason when annual report is made; 5—count enrollment, not at¬ 
tendance, in annual report;- 6-enroll in Sunday school all non-Sunday 
school members in Bible School; 7—enroll all college students in Sunday 
school the first Sunday they are back at home.” 
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We urge all Churches to study this book “ONE TO EIGHT”. Dr. 
Barnette outlines a program to help the ratio of baptism to Church 
members in our denomination from l-to-20 to l-t-8. To be sure eight 
Christians should win one lost person to Christ during the year. If all 
Churches would put into operation at “VISITATION PROGRAM THAT 
WORKS” we would ge beyond l-to-8. 

It is a fact, that thorughout our Great Southern Baptist Conven¬ 
tion, for every new member we enroll in our Sunday schools, our 
Pastor s baptize one, this being true may we urge upon all Churches to 
put into effect a systematic visitation program. We want to thank all 
the Associational workers, Pastors, Superintendents, Associational Mis¬ 
sionary, and all who have helped make this one of the greatest years in 
our Sunday school work in the Kings Mountain Association. 

As your leader for this year, I want to challenge each and every 
Church to put forth every effort, to enroll all Church members, and 
eveiy lost person in our community, in our Sunday schools. Then 
when we have put forth all efforts that our minds have conceived, we 
can then truthly say to our “WONDERFUL LORD AND SAVIOR”, “O 
Loid, levive thy work in the midst of the years,” through the great 
teaching agency of our Churches “THE SUNDAY SCHOOL.”

REPORT ON COOPERATIVE PROGRAM 

BAPTISTS OF THE KINGS MOUNTAIN ASSOCIATION may wel. 
take some humble pride in the fact that Coopeiathe Piogiam leceipts 
are in advance of that of last year. This year we have sixty-four re¬ 
porting Churches. Unfortunately five of these reported nothing througn 
the Cooperative Program, but the other fifty-nine gave a to a . o 
$79,755.48. This is $14,425.64 more than that reported last year ($ , 

84) through the sixty-two Churches at that time. It is $27,985.60 
than was given by the sixty-two Churches in this association ($51,769.88) 
in 1952. Per capita, giving last year was $3.08, whereas this yeai jus 
ending we gave $3.66 per member. 

THESE FIGURES ARE SIGNIFICANT. They tell us of a trend m 
our Baptist work that should give us some optimism and hope 01 a 
better and brighter future. Two factors in this histoiical tien sl ° u c 
be noted. First, the apparent, increasing poplarity of the Coopera iv 
P rogram amongst Baptists as a method of giving on the pai o t 
local Church and as a method of how these gifts are proportioner 
among' the various objects we support. Secondly, these inciease & 
bespeak a better informed and more enlightened Chinch mem eislip, 
and thei'efore, speak well for the educational value of such a piogia 
We are indeed beginning to see that the Cooperative Program is a means 
to an end.

ORPHANAGE REPORT 

It is always a privilege to report to our people the facts concerning 
their orphanage. Again, through your generosity, we were able to care 
for about 700 children last year. The physical plants both at Mills 
Home and Kennedy Home are now in good condition. 

Building Program 

At Mills Home the recreational center and the beautiful new church 
building were completed during 1953. Now for the first time in its 
history Mills Home has adequate places for its children both to play 
and to worship. The church stands in the very center of the campus with 
its tall spire pointing heavenward.- It is by far the most beautiful 
building ever erected at your orphanage. As the children are led in 
worship by our pastor, there is a spirit of reverence which would thrill 
the heart of every North Carolina baptist. 

We are now about ready to let a contract for a new church build¬ 
ing at Kennedy Home. This will be equally as beautiful (though not as 
large) as the one at Mills Home. It will enable us to meet the spiritual 
needs of the children far better than ever before. North Carolina 
baptists should rejoice that special friends have made these church 
buildings possible. They should also thank God that every effort is 
being made to see that their homeless children are privileged to grow 
up in a spiritual atmosphere. 

Charity and Children 

“Charity and Children”, your orphanage publication, has an all-time 
high in circulation. We send out more than 46,000 copies each week. 
The subscription price is 60£ per year in clubs of 10 or more to be dis¬ 
tributed in your Sunday schools. Surely every church in our state 
will want at least ten or twenty copies of this splendid Baptist publi¬ 
cation. It will keep you informed about your orphanage as well as other 
phases of Baptist work. 

Plan of Support 

The income for 1953 was good. Our churches through the once-a- 
month offering and the Thanksgiving offering continue to meet the 
challenge of the homeless children in our midst. Truly God will con¬ 
tinue to bless our people as they minister to those who can t help them¬ 
selves. Our Savior said, “Whosoever shall receive one of such children 
in my name, receiveth me; and whosoever shall receive me, receiveth 
not me, but Him that sent me.” 

Our new plan of orphanage support should not be very different 
from the present plan. The Baptist State Convention voted for the 
orphanage to come into the cooperative program beginning January 1, 
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1955. This gives any church the privilege to send all of its funds except 
the Thanksgiving offering through the cooperative program if it so de¬ 
sires. However, the general board and the executive secretary of the 
convention make the following recommendations: First, that churches 
that now take the once-a-month offering continue this plan. Second, 
that churches which have the orphanage in the budget for a certain 
amount be encouraged to continue this same method during the period 
of transition. 


Thanksgiving Offering 

The Thanksgiving Offering, of course, will be continued just as be¬ 
fore. Each church is urged to give the people a chance to make a 
Thanksgiving Offering. Each person is urged to give at least one day’s 
pay as a “Thank Offering' 1 for the support of the dependent children 
for whom baptists are responsible. These children are wholly dependent 
upon North Carolina Baptists for their chance in life. We must not, 
we will not fail them.

TRAINING UNION REPORT 

We began this year of work in Training Union with a challenging 
theme, “Keeping the Faith.” Month by month as we studied together, 
prayed together, and worked together this theme was kept before us. 
With this theme to encourage us we put ourselves to the task of advanc¬ 
ing in Training Union work in our Churches. We made some high 
aims. We determined to light the dark Church windows on Sunday 
night by Oiganizing Training Unions in Churches which did not have 
one. We aimed for more Training Union members, for a larger number 
of study Courses and we hoped for more interest in the tournament. 

How much of this was realized we do not know entirely. Four 
Tiaining Unions veie organized Community, Midview, Lawndale and 
Wallace Giove. A number of Churches have reported new Unions and 
new depaitments. Ovei one thousand awards were applied for. Several 
Chuiches had lepiesentatives in the Junior memory work tournament. 
Two Chuiches sent Intel mediates to the Sword Drill Tournament M^e 
had one to entei the Better Speakers Tournament. Two Churches sent 
Adult Bible tournament. Tw t o Churches sent adult Bible readers and 
thiee Chuiches sent Choiis. More Churches are realizing the import¬ 
ance of sending some of theii members to the Assemblies. Every year 

we have a gi owing numbei to attend one of these assemblies from this 
Association. 

At present we have fifty-eight Churches wdth Training Unions with 
a membeiship of five thousand three hundred and seventeen. Six 
Churches • still remain without a training program. Some Churches 
do not have a fully giaded Oiganization. Many do not report their work 
and so we are not able to determine all that is being done. But there is 
still much to be done to revive His work in Training Union. 

We have six new Training Unions to organize next year. In many 

Churches new units are needed. Let us revive our Training Union 
work with at least one study course in every Church and then send for 
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the awards for those taking the Course. We would like to have at least 
two thousand awards given in our association next year. Two othei 
goals we would like to make for the Associational meetings. Fiist, we 

hope that you will bring at least one fourth of your enrollment to the 

conferences. 

Second, we are still reaching for the one thousand mark at our 
mass meeting in December. If we reach this it will requiie some high 

goals in your Churches. 

May we go into the new associational year with higher aims to 
revive the spiritual life of our Churches by firmly resolving to “Keep 
the Faith” and overcome whatever obstacles that might hinder our 

work.

“REVIVE THY WORK” IN STEWARDSHIP 

AND MISSIONS 

This report concerns some of the foreign missionary work that 

is being done by some of the churches in the Kings Mountain Asso¬ 
ciation. 

I’m a layman not a public speaker. However, any time that I am 
given the opportunity, I will certainly speak out for our foreign mis- 
sionary program of the Southern Baptist Convention. 

- 1. The remarks that I want to make will be brief, but will be divid¬ 
ed into two parts: A. What some of our Churches are doimr- and B 
What we should be doing. * 

A. What Some of Our Churches Are Doing 

1. DOUBLE SPRINGS has a missionary in South America that they 
are suppoiting. Sometime ago one of the members made the remark 
that he would sell his automobile before he would see his missionary 
come home because of the lack of funds. 

2. FIRST CHURCH, KINGS MOUNTAIN is supporting a missionary 
and also three students in college. 

3. FIRST CHURCH, SHELBY is paying for a part of the support 
of seven missionaries; and for this coming year they have $16,000.00 
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in their budget ear-marked for missionary salaries or missionary pro¬ 
jects. 

4. DOUBLE SHOALS LORD’S ACRE PROGRAM is an outstanding 
example of how the Lord will bless a church if they have enough 
faith. They undertook this project three years ago with the under¬ 
standing that it would not substitute for what they were giving. This 
would be above their regular gifts—it was over and above—plus money. 
Each family or individual had their own project. Just before Thanks¬ 
giving they harvested and sold what they produced. Thanksgiving night 
they ate supper in the basement of the church. Then they assembled 
together upstairs and sat in family groups. When the family name was 
called one member of the family brought the envelope down to the 
altar. A total of over $2,000.00 was given. They are now supporting a 
missionary in South America and have established an educational fund. 
This did not affect the giving in the other part of the church in but 
one way! It increased the giving! The greatest value I’m sure they will 
agree was that this made their families stronger Christian families and 
it made a stronger, more united Christian church. 

B. What We Should Be Doing 

This past summer I had the privilege of attending Missionary Week 
at Ridgecrest, and when I came home I had the feeling that we ought 
to be proud that we were Southern Baptist, and I also had the feeling 
that we certainly ought to be ashamed to be Southern Baptist. I heard 
some of the most inspirational messages that I’ve ever heard, and I can 
report to you now that the Southern Baptist have a big program and 
it is going forward on a world wide basis. I hasten to add though, that 
your Missionary program needs your help. Dr. Baker Cauthen, a foimei 
missionary to China and now Executive Secretary of our Southern 
Baptist Foreign Mission Board, brought a most inspiring message on 
Sunday morning. About 150 young people came forward and dedicated 
their lives to God’s will. Dr. Billy Graham was there and closed 
the meeting. He said that not often had his heart been stirred as it 
just had been. I wish so much that I could impart a little of the in¬ 
spiration—the Spirit of God was there. 

Missionaries are rarely appointed after a person is 32 years of age, so 
we wonder what we can do? Dr. Cauthen said that he had been asked 
what the greatest need was. His answer was that they need moie and 
still more young men and young women to dedicate their lives foi 

Christian service on the Foreign fields. 

Here’s what we can do: Individually and Collectively! 

a. Pray for the missionaries on the field. 

b. Pray for the lives of those dedicated for this work. 

c. Pray continuously that more from our own association will go into 

this wonderful work. 

*• - 

d. We can give Money! 

e. If we can’t or won’t go ourselves and yet we can ride in fine auto¬ 
mobiles, sleep in soft beds and walk on plush carpets, the veiy least we 
can do is give our money for Foreign Missions. 
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f. We cannot give as much as the Lord has given us! 

It is my hope that I wall live to see our Association supporting at 
least forty to fifty missionaries on the foreign field; and further, I hope 
that all of our churches will consider putting into their budget this year 
and ear-marking a certain amount for foreign mission. I hope that we 
will all search our hearts. You can’t put a dollar into any place that it 
will come nearer teaching people about Jesus that you can in Foreign 
Missions. I hope the leaders in our churches will not throw off this 
appeal for help by saying that you are giving to the cooperative program, 
which is true. But I want to point out to you that Dr. Franks Means, 
who is a member of our Foreign Mission Board, was certainly in favor of 
cooperating with the Cooperative Program, but he stated that they realiz¬ 
ed too that they must cooperate with the churches. 


Let’s look at the record and see if we can be proud: 

Methodist lead with 1527 

Northern Presbyterians (2V 2 million members) 1176 
Seven Day Adventist (245,000) 1107 
Southern Baptists (8 million approx.) 900 *' 

There are several reasons for such a bad report. 

A. We have not had Faith. 

B. We have kept our money at home. 

C. The people have not been shown the need for Foreign Missions. 

D. They have not been given the opportunity to give. 

Lets take a look and see what the average Southern Baptist did last 
year!

If the 
foi eign Mission Boaid had depended only on the cooperative program 
it would have gotten only .52 (cents), $.59 cents came from sources 


othei than the Coopeiative Program. I urge all to continue the support 
of the Cooperative Program. It is the best program yet! However, won’t 
you consider an amount in the budget for Foreign Missions. 


As I undeistand it, God will judge us one at a time, but I just wonder 
what excuse we can offei God as a gioup of Southern Baptist, for keep¬ 
ing at home last yeai .97 cents out of every dollar, and only giving 03 
cents—a mere pittance to Foreign Missions. 


In closing let me say as Dr. Cauthen said that we are marching 
undei the gieatest of all flags. It is the blood splattered flag of Jesus 
Christ, and we must plant it in EVERY CORNER OF THE WORLD. 

Won t you open your hearts and pocketbooks so those natives on 
those fai away islands, who s hearts beat just like yours and mine, and 
give your prayers and money so that they can be told the story of Jesus 
Christ.

In order that we may inciease 
in wisdom and statue and in favor with God and man, why not make 
it our goal to p^ce more Christian literature in the hands of oui 
people? A good first step would be to have the Biblical Recorder being 
read by every family in this Association. Include it in your budget and 
find a way to see that it is read.

THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 

This year marks the 150th anniversary of the beginning of Bible 
Societies as a basic expression of the modern missionary movement. The 
American Bible Society came into existence in 1816 as the fiist inter- 
faith organization in the United States on a national scale. The 
American Bible Society is a missionary non-profit organization with 
a four-fold task: it aids in Bible translation, it publishes the Scriptures 
without note or comment, it distributes the Bible without pi of it, and 
it promotes the reading of the Bible among all peoples. Today the 
Society operates in some 63 foreign countries as well as our own. Here 
are some of the major accomplishments of the past yeai. 

1. In 1948, the Society adopted a five-year program to double its 
distribution of the Scriptures to the homes and people of the United 
States. This past year 9,726,391 volumes of Scripture were distributed in 
the United States, including Scriptures in 81 different languages, ex- 
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ceeding the goal of the five-year program by more than a million 
volumes. 

2. 5,423,602 volumes were distributed abroad making the total number 
of Scripture volumes distributed in 1953 at 15,149,993. This shows an 
increase of more than two million from the year 1952. 

3. The American Bible Society is aiding the Japan Bible Society in 
a systematic pregram of wide-spread distribution of the Scriptures. The 
Society has helped to supply in Japan, since V-J Day, nearly 15 million 
volumes of Scriptures. There is a great opportunity in Japan for three 
reasons: (1) 98% of the people are able to read, (2) the people are 
hungry for reading material of all kinds, and (3) they are especially 
eager to read the Bible. 

4. The Society continued to supply Scriptures in Korea, through 
the Korean Bible Society, for civilians, military personnel, and prison¬ 
ers of war. 

5. The work in Latin America was strengthened. Literally thousands 
of volunteer workers in Latin America are being used to distribute the 
Scriptures and it is producing outstanding missionary results. 

6. Some 500,000 volumes of Scriptures were supplied for refugees in 
Western Germany and materials were supplied for 400,000 Bibles and 
Testaments in Iron Curtain countries. 

7. The doci to Russia was closed after World W'ar II, but the Society 
stands ready to supply the churches and people of Russia with the 
Bible. The Society has on hand the largest stock of Russian Scriptures 
that has evei been accumulated in any one place, waiting in New York 
for immediate shipment. 

8. Oui Aimed Foices were provided with 1,301,145 volumes of 
Sciiptuies biinging the total number supplied since 1940 to more than 
12 million. 

Receipts were received during this past year from all contributors 
totaling more than $2,600,000. This made possible the largest budget ever 
in the history of the Society. Of this amount Southern Baptists gave 
$102,010 which showed a decrease over 1952 of $862.00 

Howevei, Southern Baptists remain the second largest contributor 
to the Ameiican Bible Society, with contributions going for the second 
consecutive year over the one-hundred-thousand mark. The Methodists 
ranked first with gifts totaling $148,724 which revealed an increase 
over the contributions of 1952 of more than $23,000. • 

Southern Baptists must recognize the American Bible Society as 
an essential part of their own worldwide program of missions. Last 
yeai at oui State Convention, a report coming from the Committee 
on Resolutions was approved which recognized the work of the American 
Bible Society and lecjuested chuiches to make contributions to the work 
of the Society. The help of your own church is needed. Please send 
your contribution to your Baptist state office and mark it: FOR THE

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REPORT ON 

NORTH CAROLINA BAPTIST HOSPITAL — 1954 
KINGS MOUNTAIN BAPTIST ASSOCIATION 

Our Baptist Hospital is caring for more people this year than at any 
other time in its history. This is possible because of the use of the New 
South Wing, about half of which is now complete and in use. This new 
building provides many new and enlarged facilities which add a great 
deal to the service provided for our people. About 14,000 bed patients 
will receive treatment in the hospital in the course of the year, whi e 
more than fifty thousand will be served in our Hospital Clinic. 

The enlargement of the hospital has made possible the enlarging of 
our school of nursing, it being one of the largest in the State. Our 
hospital offers a superior type of training and its graduates have high 
rating wherever they go. This means that our nursing school can 
accept only students of the highest caliber. They especially want those 
high grade students of fine Christian character from our Baptist homes. 
A new class enters each September. Prospective students should write 
to the Director of Nurses in advance and make application early in 
the year since there are far more applications than can be accepted. 

The Baptist Hospital with the various schools associated with it 
forms an important educational center in the field of medical care. 
It trains doctors, nurses, technicians, and pastors and other Chiistian 
workers. The center of the entire hospital program is always the sick 
person, however. Everything else is secondary to and must be in the 
interest of the patient. 

For the past ten years our Federal and State Governments have as¬ 
sisted in a program of building hospitals in countries and aieas wheie 
there had been no hospitals. This program increases the importance 
of our Baptist Medical Center in relation to the family physician and 
the local hospital. The majority of the patients who go to our Medica 
Center are sent by their own local doctors in order that the patient may 
have the benefit of such facilities and specialists. 

Our Hospital provides this type of service for persons who cannot 
pay for it, as well as for those who can pay in full. This is wheie oui 
churches share in this ministry of healing. There are multitudes in oui 
State who cannot receive the care they need unless somebo y e se 
helps pay for it. Our Hospital has no money except what the patients 
pay and what we give. On Mother’s Day we have the piivile to e o 
sharing with those who are sick and need our help. Unless we 
generously some will seek in vain for help at our Hospital. Let is 
not be true because you and I have failed! 

This year fifty-seven of the churches of the Kings Mountain Bap¬ 
tist Association contributed $4,806.57 to our Baptist Hospital on the cost 
of caring for the indigent sick. This is $78.13 more than contributed 
last year by the churches of our association. Eight of our churches did 
not contribute to our Mother's Day offering last yeai. Only ive 
churches in our association failed to contribute to oui Mothei s Da> 
gift to heal the sick this year.

BAPTIST HOSPITAL REPORT 

My report is based on two verses of Scripture: First, from Exodus 
15:26, “I am the Lord that healeth thee,” and second from Revelation 
22:2, . . there was the tree of Life . . . and the leaves of the tree 

were for the healing of the nations.” 

So we see God’s interest in healing is Bible-wide. It is ancient, it is 
modern, it is historical, it is to be in the future; it is perennial and 
also current. He wants to heal individuals. He wouM bind ud the wounds 
of families and He has provided a tree, the leaves of which are to be for 
the healing of all the people of all the world for all time. 

In the New Testament where the pattern for our churches is found, 
we will find as much space and time devoted to the healing ministry 
and its related subjects as to preaching and teaching. This is especial¬ 
ly true in the life of Jesus. 

The word “Revive” to medical people means “Wake up, get up and 
go.” In oMeri days the sick were revived in many ways. The starving 
were given food, the thirsty water; a dash of cold water in the face 
revived the faint. Even the Master’s enemies tried to revive him for 
more pain and torture by letting him taste vinegar. A little brandy has 
been used since ages past to revive the weak, but nowadays a man is 
more likely to take a little brandy, raise up and look around him, then 
take a lot more and lie down and go to sleep again. 

Do we need revival in the healing ministry? The statistics are 
against us. 

More than half the people in this world do not have enough food, 
clothing or shelter. 

More than half the people of this world are still preyed upon by 
such infectious diseases as malaria, typhiod and yellow fever, sleeping 
sickness, typhus, and parasites which kill them off before they have a 
chance to know about Jesus. 

Over half the babies born in this world tonight and tomorrow, will 
die before they are adults because of disease and living conditions. 

Many will be heard to say, “But doctor, those are people in foreign 
lands.” That is true, but Jesus commanded us to go into foreign lands. 
He said the world is the mission field, and all men are our brothers. 

Others will be heard to say that Baptists are doing a lot for the sick 
now. It is true. 

We do visit the sick and great good is done in Jesus’ name by the 
faithful remembrance of the afflicted who are in hospitals or rest 
homes or prisons. We have the Baptist Hospital at Winston-Salem, 
of which you will hear much more by Dr. Young, and other hospitals 
at Columbia, Atlanta, Memphis and New Orleans and other places. They 
are big hospitals and are doing a wonderful work. But there are not 
enough of them and they are not reaching enough people. We have the 
homes for the aged, our local, state and foreign mission projects in 
health, but in comparison to the total need our efforts seem pitifully 
small. 
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What have you done in your church for the sick? Have you done 
anything lately? Do you have a doctor in your community, or a nurse? 
Do they work privately, or do they sometimes do something in the name 
of the church? Do you regularly and systematically offer help for the 
older persons of your community, for the blind, deaf, crippled, widows 
and orphans? Do you make available diagnosis and treatment foi all 
indigent persons in your fellowship? Does your church assist in the 
work against polio, heart disease, or tuberculosis, and do the membeis 
lead the drive in giving blood and contributions to the Red Cross? 

No doubt, we all expect to go to Heaven after the labors of this 
life are through, and further, no doubt, all expect to hear the adulation, 
“Welcome thou good and faithful servant. Enter thou into the joy of 
thy Lord . . . but what I fear we may hear will be “Well done, 
thou good and faithful Welfare Department . . Do not misundei stand. 
I am in favor of the welfare department. It is doing a gieat and 
valuable work. But there is also a work for the Christian and his 
church to do. It is time we were doing it. 

We must bind up the wounds of the world, and must do it quickly 
if at all. There is a message from God in healing, just as theie is in 

teaching and preaching. 

It will take far more than an aspirin for this world’s great headache. 

It will take more than a small dose of soda for this world’s bitter 
indigestion. 

It will take more than digitalis for this world’s heart tiouble, its 
aches and its failures. 

It will take more than a daily dose of high powered vitamins for 
this world’s low blood pressure, fatigue and indifference. 

It will take more than a psychiatrists couch for this woi Id s nei v ous 
breakdown, frustrations and anxieties. 

It will take a blood transfusion! A blood transfusion from the heart 
of the Lord Jesus. He gave the blood, and we have our hands and 
minds and talents to give the transfusion to the weak, waveiing, un¬ 
saved, sick and sinful souls. My concern for this gieat horn in this 
great day and time is, simply, that we do it.

REPORT (1954) 

NORTH CAROLINA BAPTIST HOMES FOR AGING 

The fourth Associational year of the Baptist Homes foi the Aging 
has been one of considerable expansion and encouraging piogiess. Theie 
are many evidences of the continued blessing of God upon this newest 
phase of our North Carolina Baptist program. 

A step forward was taken when the Albemarle Home opened its 
doors on December 7, 1953. It afforded space for 35 additional lesi 
dents, making the total capacity of the two Homes 54 lesidents Rest 
haven, Winston-Salem (19), and the Albemarle Home (35). The pui- 
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chase price of the property at Albemarle—Hospital and Nurses Home 
buildings and 3 acres of land—was $25,000. The cost of renovation was 
about $75,000, thus making the total cost of this plant $100,000. But, 
with the value of the equipment donated, the property there should now 
be worth at least $300,000. Good fortune was ours again in securing 
the splendid staff of helpers at Albemarle. Rev. Zeb A. Caudle, former 
pastor of the First Baptist Church of Aberdeen, was selected to serve as 
superintendent of the Albemarle Home. Both the residents of, and all 
who have visited, the Home have been greatly pleased with the program 
of service. 

Resthaven, at Winston-Salem, which began operating March 16, 
1951, has been filled to capacity throughout the year. Although the 
ages in both Homes range from 67 to 94 years, there has been only two 
deaths within the past year. The general health has been remarkably 
good, and the spirit of satisfaction on the part of the residents has 
been most encouraging. 

A tract of 34 acres of land, just outside of the city limits of Winston- 
Salem, was purchased in 1953, for a central site for new buildings. The 
cost was $25,000. A topographical map has been made and an architect 
engaged to prepare sketches of buildings to be erected on this central 
site, as money and circumstances will permit. It is the intention of 
the trustees, however, to proceed with one building at a time. The first 
unit will furnish space for additional residents and for offices, chapel, 
infirmary, laundry, refrigeration, etc. It is hoped that construction 
of the first unit can get under way within a year. 

The second Special Day Offering, February 21, 1954, was encourag¬ 
ing. The total amount will probably be $65,000 to $70,000. In addi¬ 
tion, the Homes received $21,000 as their share of the Nine-Year Pro¬ 
gram. Word has come, too, of wills, from which the Homes will receive 
gifts. At least one will was probated in 1954, from which estate the 
Homes will receive $2,000. But the most encouraging progress has 
been the response, on the part of our churches, to the program of the 
Homes. More and more of them are beginning to support the Homes 
through the Special Day Offering, or by specially designated gifts. These 
evidences indicate the future success of the Homes in providing 
more facilities and accommodating larger numbers of aging friends. 

The residents and all who are serving in the Homes are deeply grate¬ 
ful for the help received thus far, and they covet the prayers and con¬ 
tinued support of our Baptist constituency in the future.

REPORT OF GENERAL BOARD 

The General Board has had a meeting each month of the year 
to transact matters of business pertaining to the progress of the work 
of the Kings Mountain Baptist Association between the annual ses¬ 
sion. 
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Upon a request of the pastor of the Westover Baptist Church of 
Kings Mountain, the portable building was given to the church. The 
lots and property of the Westover Baptist Church that were held by 
the trustees of the Kings Mountain Baptist Association were trans¬ 
ferred by deeds to the trustees of the Westover Church by order of the 
General Board. 

The standing nominating committee, Roland Leath, chairman, pre¬ 
sented the following nominations to fill vacancies: 

1. A Committee to work with the Gardner-Webb College Health 
Clinic—O. M. Mull, Zeno Wall, Rush Hamrick, Dr. J. Buren Crow 
and Miss Pearl Gaston. 

2. That the Evangelistic Crusade Committee be enlarged from 
three to five members. The original committees being Rev. Gordan 
Weekley, Rev. T. W. Bray and Dewey Howell and the two additions to 
be Ernest A. Mehaffey and W. V. Tarlton. 

3. Those nominated for the Mission Council were Arnold Kincaid 
to replace B. P. Austin and R. E. Robbins to replace W. G. Camp. 

The General Board approved applications for pastorial aid to the 
North Carolina State Board for the following churches: Bethany, 
$318.00; Kings Mountain Faith $600.00; and Peach Street Baptist 
Mission $400.00. 

The Centralized Simultaneous Evangelistic Meeting for the Kings 
Mountain Association that was planned for April, 1954, was postponed 
indefinitely because of the cooperation of the churches at that time. 

The Deacon Group Schools of the Kings Mountain Association 
were held March 22-25, 1954. Those teaching were C. E. Chamblee of 
Burlington—Kings Mountain group; C. W. Bazemore of Raleigh Shelby 
group; J. C. Pipes of Asheville—Grover; Earl Bradley of Raleigh— 
Polkville; and Boyd Horton, Forest City—Lattimore group. 

The following applications for ministerial students weie appioved 
by the Board: Ottis Revels, member of the Shelby Highland BaptiSu 
Church, to enter Gardner-Webb College; Frank Lattimore, member of 
New Bethel Baptist Church to enter Gardner-Webb College; and Harley 
C. Dixon, member of Bethlehem Church, to enter Furman Univeisity. 

The following students shared in the 3 scholarships given foi 
pastorial student aid to Fruitland Preachers School: Thomas D. Tayloi, 
Plains View; E. M. Stepp, Pleasant Ridge; Gene Hardin, Patteison 
Springs; and Odus Hayes, Shelby Highland Church. 

Bill Cabaniss was appointed by the Board as the associational 
representative for Christian Education. The General Board authorized 
the Treasurer to pay from the Lot Fund $100.00 to Victoiy Baptist 
Church for part payment of a new lot to relocate the chuich building 
because of the Highway Route 29 right of way took their present lot. 
However, the State Highway Commission paid Victory for lot and 
building. 

The General Board voted to cooperate with the North Carolina 
State Convention and the Southern Baptist Convention in a nation 
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wide Simultaneous Church Evangelistic Crusade in April 10-24, 1955; 
and that the Evangelism Committee be authorized to plan for such a 
crusade; that the Finance and Administrative Committee work out 
suitable plans to finance such a crusade; and that the financing of 
the crusade be made an item to be in the budget for the coming year.

II. Recommendations From The General Board 


1. The Board is recommending that $600.00 be included in the budget 
for the promotional phases of the 1955 Eangelistic Crusade. This 
program of promotion is to be in charge of the Associational 
Committee on Evangelism. 

2 . The Board recommends that an amount up to $600.00 be included 
in the budget to take care of any necessary secretarial aid for the 
promotion of the entire associational program. The Board sug¬ 
gests that the arrangement for such help be under the supervision 
of the Moderator, the Clerk, the Missionary and the Chairman of 
the Mission Council. 

3. The Board recommends that the Association again provide three 
scholarships for pastors to the Fruitland Preachers School. The 
Board suggests that these scholarships should be applied for by 
interested men. Such applications could well be made to the 
Mission Council, which in conjunction with the Associational 
Treasurer and the Fruitland Officials could activate these scholar¬ 
ships. The Board, knowing of only one pastor who has made 
application, recommends that the remaining amount in the 
Scholarship Fund be divided equally among the students from 
our Association who plan to attend Fruitland and who make 
application for aid. 
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4. The Board recommends that the Association pay off all indebted¬ 
ness in connection with the Peach Street Mission Project. This 
includes $446.05 for operating expenses during the 1953-54 As- 
sociational Year and $1321.92 remaining to be paid on the lot 
loan to the Cleveland Building and Loan Association. The Boaid 
recommends that these properties be deeded to the Trustees of 
the Peach Street Baptist Church. 

5. The Board recommends that the Association not request aid 
from the State Convention on the Missionary’s salaiy. 

6. The Board recommends that the Finance and Administration 
Committee of the Mission Council study during the 1954-55 As- 
sociational Year the matter of changing the method of financing 
the Associational Mission Program. The Board recommends that 
the Committee report its study from time to time duiing the 

year at the monthly Board meetings and that a definite iepo\t 
be ready for the next annual session of the Association.

CROP REPORT 

The Christian Rural Oerseas Program, better known as CROP, is 
a material relief collection program of Church World Service. It af¬ 
fords the opportunity of expressing Christ’s principles of Christian 
giving. 

Each year rural counties of 18 states hold a harvest appeal for farm 
produce (food and fiber) which is denoted to CROP. Additional gifts 
are received from all states. Seventy-five thousand farmers, rural youth, 
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and student denote their time and go from farm to farm in their home 
counties convassing for gifts of farm produce each year. One million 
Americans every year share with CROP the yield of their fields or 
give cash. Such gifts are multiplied many times when they can be used 
for shipping government surplus foods and fiber. 

Gifts through CROP from America are distributed overseas groups 
to needy without question about race, color, or creed—solely on the 
basis of the greatest need. CROP gifts are solicited with the aid of state 
councils of churches and distributed to strengthen the witness of the 
world-wide church. 

For one whole month your gift of four bushels wheat will provide 
the daily bread of 25 people. Two cans fluid milk will provide enough 
reconstitued dried milk for the daily needs of 20 people. One hundred 
pounds of rice will provide a minimum amount of cooked rice to feed 
20 people for one month. Seven bushels corn, converted into relief 
cereal or lard or corn oil, will provide daily needs of 50 people. Also 
for one month four bags split beans will provide minimum daily food 
of cooked dried beans for 100 people.

REPORT OF THE MISSION COUNCIL 

October 22, 1954 

Your Council, composed of fifteen members elected by the Associa 
tion, serves basically as an advisory group and any activity, lepoit oi 
recommendation resulting from the work of the Council thiough the yeai 
has been brought to the General Board of the Association. The Mis 
sion Council was called together four times during the 1953-54 Associa 
tional Year. The several committees within the Council met on numer 
ous other occasions to discuss and promote the diffeient aieas of oui 
mission program. 

The Report from each of the three committees of the Council is as 
follows: 

1. The Finance and Administration Committee has woiked ^ith the 
Associational Treasurer in encouraging the chuiches to pai lcipate 
in the financial program of the Association. The majoi woi o 
the committee has been in the preparation of the 1954-55 u ge . 
The budget report, with such corrections and additions as vo^e y 
the General Board, is included in the report of the Geneial 

to the Association. 

2. The Activities Committee, upon invitation from a group in the 
Burlington Mills Community at Kings Mountain, assisted in the 
plans that led to the organization of a Baptist Church on ovem¬ 
ber 13, 1953. The church is Faith Baptist Church. A bui mg o« 
was given by the Burlington Mills Corporation, the lot having been 
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deeded to the Trustees of the Association. The church now has 77 
members and the Sunday School, Training Union and W. M. S. 
Organziations. The church has a building and a pastor and is 
participating financially in both the Baptist Cooperative Program 
and Associational Missions. 

Work with the Peach Street Mission has been continued. A ser¬ 
vice has been held each Sunday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock. On Octo¬ 
ber 3, 1954, a church was constituted from the Mission to be known 
as the Peach Street Baptist Church. 

Counsel has been given to several churches in the Association 
in regards to the Sunday School, the Training Union, the budget 
and building. Victory Baptist Church was given $100.00 by vote of 
the General Board for a lot on which a new building is being 
erected. A request from Calvary Baptist Church to assist in the 
further development of the work of their Mission in West Shelby 
has been made and this matter is now under consideration. 

3. The Institutional and Interracial Committee has had a $100.00 
Scholarship available to a worthy Negro student for the ministry, 
but the scholarship was not used this past year. Religious services 
have been held in the County Home, the Jail and the Prison Camp 
by groups from the churches over the Association. 

The Council appreciates the cooperation of the General Board and 
the confidence of the churches.

Some encouraging trends are evident in our churches i e porting 
their activities to this association. Last year, and also this yeai, monies 
spent through the churches for all purposes reached an all-time high 
of over one million dollars. This year we are reporting $1,236,352.00 in 
round figures. Last year it was: $1,220,884.60. This year oui total 
mission and beneficence gifts are: $173,339.39, of this amount, $79,755.48 
were chanelled through the COOPERATIVE PROGRAM. Baptisms le- 
ported this year are the THIRD largest for the past 42 years—976. This 
number is a little less than the Southern Baptist Convention average 
of one to twenty (1-20). Incidentally may I say, mission giving, and 
baptisms for this year are not records for this association. In 194 
you gave to missions $202,641.77, and in 1949, and 1950 baptisms num¬ 
bered in order: 1075—1046. Next year 1955 as we enter the CRUS 
for evangelism on the ONE TO EIGHT basis, meaning one bap ism 
to every eight church 1 members, the goal of our association wi e 
around 2,800 baptisms. Advances are noted in Sunday School enro - 
ment, etc., for this department. Training Union woik made subs an la 
gains also. The W. M. U. work is doing well. But we should have a 
Training Union in every one of the 64 churches, and a W. M. . m a 
of our churches also. The brotherhood work did not hold its o\vn \\e 
lost three units last year, leaving 33 brotherhoods in that many c uuc 
es, with 31 churches offering no definite training and sen ice oi len 
men.

know our Baptist fellowship; and (4) Reclaim our Baptist birthright, 
and proclaim the Baptist message which this world so desperately needs 
now, with courage and conviction. “Let us on unto perfection.” (Com¬ 
pletion) “And this we will do, if God permit.” (Hebrews 6:1-3.) 

Therefore, let our prayers joining the prayer of the prophet Hab-

REPORT ON PUBLIC MORALS AND CIVIC 

RIGHTEOUSNESS 

We aie living in an era of awesome possibilities but of tremendous 
priviliges. Any survey of the current world horizon will indicate that 
there are many potential sources of disaster to the civilized world. With¬ 
out enumei a ting these souices of trouble, I will major in this report 
upon that which is most treacherous and which, in ages past, has 
brought on the downfall of other civilizations. I refer to the intense 
secularization of our time. 

Oftentimes we are tempted to look upon other areas and pat our¬ 
selves on the back with self-righteous pride somewhat as did the 
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Pharisee who said, “I thank thee, that I am not as other men”; how¬ 
ever, careful observation will disclose that there are some causes for 
concern even in the Kings Mountain Association. Even within this ex 
ceptionally evangelized part of our southland there is juvenile delinquen 
cy, divorce, crime and alcoholism. These blights upon an otherwise ex¬ 
cellent culture may be attributed to many evils. 

(1) Obscenity in print— Without doubt, much of the juvenile de¬ 
linquency, much of the crime, many of the broken hemes and most o 
the warped lives and minds which we find about us can be attnbu ec 
to the smut which we are finding in ever increasing abundance on the 
newsstands of America today. From one end of the nation to t ie o 

in drug stores, at corner stalls, and at bus stations, at 106,0 news 
stands, -two hundred million dollars worth of obscenity is peddled an¬ 
nually between the covers of some four hundred titles. These menaci 
magazines fall into categories known to the trade as fact-de ec ive*, 
girlie books, comic books, art books, health books and pic uie i g 
zines. All of this misleading “rot,” coupled with the glamorous 
tisements of whiskey which adorn the pages of even t ie lespec 
magazines, has resulted in the filling of the minds of e peop e 
nation, young and old alike, with mental food which no on 
spiritual growth, but actually results in the moial an cumin 
lems listed heretofore. As Christian leadeis and as paien s, \ 
lead out in an effort to rid the newsstands of our Association of such

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RELIEF AND ANNUITY AND SOCIAL SECURITY 

Thirty six years ago Southern Baptists felt that something should 
be done to take care of their old ministers hence the organization of 
the Relief and Annuity Board. It began in a small way and has 
grown until the assets of the Board, at the end of 1953 stood at 
$30,202,595.00; and monies, from all sources last year, went over the 
six million mark, breaking all records on total income, benefits paid out, 
new business written and an increase in assets and reserves. And 
last year more than 4000 individuals received, under our retirement plans, 
over one million and six hundred thousand dollars. On January 1, 1953, 
we had 1,475 on our relief roll. We lost, by death, 120: 68 of these 
were preachers and 52 were widows. 

Social Security 

In addition to our Baptist plan to help the servants of the Lord 
after they retire—is the new Social Security plan of our government. 
Under its provisions, ordained ministers and missionaries, may enjoj- 
the benefits of Social Security on a voluntary self-employed basis. 
Anyone electing to participate must sign a Certificate of Waiver and 
file it with the Internal Revenue Department prior to April 15, 1956, 
the final date of his income tax of 1955. Because coverage is on a 
voluntary basis, a preacher may participate now, and may do so without 
involving his church, as the new House Bill number 9366 embodies our 
time honored safeguards of separation of Church and State. The 
minister pays 3% of his salary up to $4,200.00. He, too, as I understand 
it, can participate in our denominational plan, plus the added bene¬ 
fits now available through Social Security. Nearly all of the States have 
qualified for the inauguration of the Ministers Security plan on July 
1, 1955, and more than two thirds percent of the ministers, in othei 
States, in the Retirement Plan, have indicated their desire to transfer 
to the Social Security Plan. But our State has a different plan: one 
where the pastor pays 4 per cent, the church pays 4 per cent, and the 
State adds a certain per cent. It would, in my judgment, be wise for us 
older ministers to hold on to our present retiiement. But if I weie 
a younger minister I would look carefully into what the government 
has "to offer along Social Security lines. And if you feel able, you 

could enjoy both plans.
